The Saints are God's 


Aumost every home in the United 
States has a picture of George Washington. 
And why? It reminds them of the man. 
Could they not recall the man without this 
reminder? They could. Would they? Per- 
haps some would occasionally. Many, very 
many, would not at all or but very seldom. 
When we look upon the picture of Wash- 


- Ington we think of himself. His life re- 


minds us of the struggles our infant country 
made for its existence. It tells us of the 
sacrifices he made for his native land and 
ours, and it makes us value patriotism. 

We venerate Washington because he was 
faithful to the duties assigned him by Con- 
gress, because he was upright in his deal- 
ings with his countrymen, and because he 
labored so much and sacrificed so much 
for the nation’s life. There may have been 
thousands of men just as patriotic as he, 
but of his patriotism there was open and 
manifest evidence. He was distinguished in 
the service of his country, and in conse- 
quence is now distinguished in the honor 
paid him by a grateful people and con- 
firmed by an appreciative government. 

We honor him. by statues, by pictures, by 
a special day dedicated to his memory, by 
orations, by organizations named after 
him, and by cities and states that glory in 
being called by his name, The government 
encourages all this, and sets us the example 
by naming the capital of the country after 
the Father of his Country. 

And why all this? Because men under- 
stand that patriotism is nourished on noble 
deeds and by noble examples. Moreover, the 
government would show that she knows 
how to reward those who lived for her. 

There: is a kingdom among men called by 
God Himself the Kingdom of God. It has 
its heroes like other’ realms. It has its 
subjects like other governments. It has its 
service and its struggles like other king- 
doms. Men and women have distinguished 
themselves in its service, they have given 
an example of devotion to its cause, and 
they have laid down their lives that it 
might carry on its service of devotion to 
mankind, 

Should it not honor them? If we venerate 
Washington, should we not venerate Paul 
and Augustine and Bernard and Francis 
and Dominic and Gregory and Ignatius 
and Xavier? These were heroes of the cross, 


Is not the cross worthy to stand alongside 


the eagle or the Stars and Stripes? The 
saints are the heroes of Christianity, the 
oldest and. most extensive kingdom in the 
world. The kingdoms of this earth honor 
their noble sons in the best way they are 
capable of, Every mark of honor they can 
bestow on those whom they wish to honor 
is gladly conferred on them. And the 
Church of God does likewise. Her power of 
honoring goes farther than that of the rulers 
of this world, and so.does the honor she 
bestows go beyond what man can bestow. 
All very well, I hear a non-Catholic re- 
join, but why should the saints, who are 
after all but mortals, receive honor which

belongs to divinity? Why should we pray 
to the saints, and ask them to grant us 
favors, when that is God’s province? The 
Catholic Church, you contend, puts the 
creature in the place of the Creator. It is 
paying honor to a servant which belongs to 
the Master. 

My dear man, whoever you be that think 
thus, I should agree with you if what you 
say were Catholic belief. If the Catholic 
veneration of the saints is what you declare 
it to be, we Catholics would be the first. to 
reject it. If the veneration of the saints were 
not also the veneration of God, we should 
proclaim it idolatry. 

But does the honor we pay to Washing- 
ton or Lincoln detract from the honor we 
owe. our country? Rather, does not our 
veneration of those distinguished sons of 
the Republic show our veneration for the 
Republic itself? Can you imagine a man dis- 
honoring the name or statue of Washing- 
ton without also dishonoring the country 
he served so well? 

On the contrary, can we not measure the 
patriotism of our people by the esteem in 
which they hold their notable patriots? In 
our schools we inculcate the study of their 
lives. In our cities we decorate their monu- 
ments. In our armies we salute their stand- 
ards. And who would dare say that in thus 
honoring our heroes we are dishonoring 
our mother country! 

The saints are the heroes of God. They 
won their crown by living for Him, dying 
for Him. He welcomed them after life’s 
warfare by bestowing on them the crown 
of immortality and adopting them into the 
divine family. “Blessed is the man that en- 
dureth temptation, for when he hath been 
proved he shall receive the crown of life” 
(James 1, 12). “They are equal to the 
angels and are the children of God” (Luke 
xx, 36). 

Does a father of a family gain or lose 
honor by the honor and esteem paid his 
children? Do you know of any greater plea- 
sure you can give a father or mother than 
to praise their (Continued on page 15)

~ As a young man, Theresa’s father had hopes of entering 
a monastery; her mother had hoped to enter a convent. The 
aspirations of both were frustrated through circumstance be- 
yond their control. After their marriage, they resolved to pray 
God to give them a son who would be a missionary. Eight 
girls were born, and with the joy of each birth, the disappoint- 
ment of having no missionary. When the ninth child was on 
the way, they were certain that this time God would answer 
their prayer. The ninth child—a girl,—Therese. Many par- 
ents at this point would ask: Does God never answer prayers? 
Does He not want the expansion of His Church in pagan lands 
enough to give us a missionary? 


Therese entered Carmel saying: “I feel a strong desire 
to work for the conversion of sinners.” Once inside those 
walls, she never left them. But her whole life of penance 
was directed to the missionary apostolate. In France, she . 
thought of China and Japan; in Lisieux, she prayed for India 
and Korea. Many saints, she said, offered themselves as 
victims to Divine Justice to atone for sins; Therese took 
another approach: she would appease the love of the Cru- 
cified by loving souls and praying for them until they em- 
braced the Lord. As she put it: “I would wish to preach 
the Gospel at the same timie in the five continents of the 
world. I would be a missionary, not only for a few years, 
but until the end of time.” 


When Pius XI declared her the Patroness of the Missions, 
the prayers of her parents were answered in a higher way. They 
gave birth not to a missionary, but to the one who, next to Mary, 
has done more for the Missions than any woman who ever lived. 


Most of you cannot go on the Missions; you have children 

to educate, business tasks to fulfill, and home ties.to respect; 
but like the Little Flower, you can be a missionary—by love, 
by sacrifice, by intercession, Love of the Missions is not an 
interest in the Missions; it is prayer plus sacrifice.

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Christ and Luther 


—Two Founders > 


‘ITH us, today is the Feast of 
Christ the King. The whole Catholic Church 
turns its eyes toward the Person of our 
Founder and adores Him in His character 
as King of the Universe, the Ruler Whose 
empire comprises all creation. 

Many of our Protestant brethren, espe- 
cially the Lutherans, have likewise chosen 
this day as a sort of feastday honoring their 
founder, for it is just 438 years ago tomor- 
row since Martin Luther, a Catholic priest, 
tacked his defiance of Christ’s Church on 
the door of the church at Wittenberg. 

Protestants cite this day Reformation 
Sunday and on it sermons are preached 
lauding the break from the Catholic Church 
and the founders of the Protestant de- 
nominations. But we can be sure that no 
sermon preached in a Protestant pulpit this 
morning will’ explain’ how it is that in a 
society reputed to be so priest-ridden, so 
terrorized by the Pope and Bishops, as 
16th century Europe, Luther’s challenge 
could nevertheless remain on the church 
door to be perused by the whole commu- 
nity .and then seriously debated in open 
forum weeks later. Can one imagine a like 
denunciation pinned on the walls of the 


Kremlin, or on Tito’s palace,’ remaining. 


there for days, its author given an oppor- 
tunity to defend his charges in an open 
hearing? 

It is quite certain that the Founding 
Father of Lutheranism was an impure man 
who, because he was unwilling to check 
his own lechery, thought to devise a reli- 
gious system that would accommodate it. 

“Nothing can cure libido,” he once 
said, “not even marriage.” __ 

Elsewhere, “If we had room, time, 
place and opportunity, we should all com- 
mit adultery.” 

Having broken his own solemn oath of 
purity to Almighty God, he entered upon 
a veritable campaign to drag other priests 
and religious down to his own level. 


Influence In History 


“There is only one moment of shame,” 
he urged, “then will come the good years 
full of honor.” Then he invoked the help 
of Christ to aid such consecrated persons 
in fouling themselves with lewd actions and 
thus break their solemn vows: “May Christ 
give you the grace that by His Spirit: those 
words may become life and power in your 
heart . . . Receive not the grace of God 
in vain.” 

Where words failed, he encouraged the 
invasion of cloisters by fallen priests. When 
one such monster—Koppe, by name—vio- 
lently kidnapped a nun on Holy Saturday 
of 1523, Luther called him ‘a “blessed rob- 
ber’ and compared him. with Jesus! 

Even Luther’s friend George, Duke of 
Saxony, got disgusted with him. “When 
were there more adulteries,” he asked this 
fallen priest, “than since ‘you wrote ‘if a 
woman cannot bear children to her hus- 
band, she should: go to another and bear 
him children which the husband must sup<= 
port’?”’ 

It is no wonder that the late Dean 
Inge, himself a Protestant and sometime 
Dean of St. Paul’s, London, could exclaim: 

“If we wish to find a scapegoat on 
whose shoulders we may lay the miseries 
which Germany has brought upon the 
world—not, perhaps, a very scientific way 
of writing history—I am:more and more 
convinced that the worst evil genius of 
that country is not Hitler or Bismarck or 
Frederick the Great, but Martin Luther... 
There is very little to be said for this 
coarse and foul-mouthed leader of a revo- 
lution. It is a real misfortune for humanity 
that he appeared just at the crisis'in the 
Christian world. Even our burly Defender 
of the faith (King Henry VIII) was not a 
worse man, and did far less mischief. We 
must hope that the next swing of the pen- 
dulum will put an end to Luther’s influ- 
ence in Germany.”

grave. We may remember childhood fears of death which 
we experienced ourselves. All of this makes difficult the 
obligation of explaining this fearful mystery to our 
children. ; 

But there are many things that can lessen the terror 
of this knowledge for a child. His own limited compre 
hension and lack of experience are shields between hi 
and the more frightening realities, if he lives in an atmos- 
phere of security and love. It is part of our job not to 
educate him to fear. And our attitude as we betray it in 
chance remarks and overheard conversations will have 
much to do with this; so will our attitudes toward many 
seemingly unrelated things. 

A small child is merely interested at the sight of a 
dead bird or any other dead animal: We can teach him to 
weep over them if we work at it, but to do this is not 
wise. Perhaps his own matter-of-fact acceptance of this 
Act of Providence is nearer to the truth than our senti- 
mentality. Very often it is the discovery of some such 
small animal that will introduce the idea of death, and 
our reaction to the event and to the child’s natural cur- 
losity may leave a lasting impression upon him. Perhaps 
if we can accept the sight of a dead bird—or for that 
matter a dead rat—without displaying excessive horror,

Explaining Death 
To Children

r without bemoaning the death of the “poor little birdie,” 
and if we can accept his curiosity and interest without re- 
proaching him, we will have done him a great and lasting 
service, 

It would appear that our attitude toward the good soil 
in which God chose to clothe the earth might have little 
to do with our child’s attitude toward death. But it may. 
Most children love to play in the dirt or dust or mud. 
Our reaction to this form of pleasure is likely to be one 
of excessive distaste. We are quick to teach children “not 
to get dirty’’—it makes so much work and “dirt is full of 
germs.” And the children slowly acquire our distaste and 
are repelled too when they become dirty. Cleanliness is 
a good thing, but we might find some alternative to cul- 


_ tivating an excessive fastidiousness in order to prompt 


them to remain-clean. Perhaps if they grew up on friendly 
and familiar terms with the soil,. the thought of returning 
to it would not be such a frightening one. 

We might do much to make death more endurable by 
letting them stay on friendly terms with all the small life 
that inhabit the soil—and worms and bugs that children 
find so fascinating until they sense our own fear and re- 
pulsion. 

These are some of the material aspects of death. They 
are important to the child because his world is predomi- 
nantly a world of things. His limited comprehension re- 
stricts him to such a world. But long before he can under- 
stand, he will accept the knowledge you imnart to him 
that he has a soul that will go to Heaven and happiness, 
If he has not been educated to fear, the knowledge taat nis 
body will be buried in the ground will hold no terror for 
him. He will probably accept all this just as matter-of- 
factly as-he accepts the sight of a dead bird, or a terrible 
storm, or an accident (once the pain passes): Children 
who live in an atmosphere of love and who have a deep 
sense of security very often do accept quite matter-of- 
factly occurrences which seem to us very frightening or 
unpleasant. 

If we teach them in their earliest years to pray for a 
happy death, we can hope that they will find their way 
safely through the low, narrow door to heaven which is 
death. As they grow older and their understanding of 
this fearful mystery deepens, they will say the prayers we 
taught them with an ever greater fervor: “Jesus, Mary, 
and Joseph, assist me in my last agony. Jesus, Mary, and 
Joseph, may I breathe for my soul in peace with you. 
Amen.” |

This may be said to be 
the thesis of a controver- 
sial and rather acid book 
called Two Portraits of St. 
Therese of Lisieux (Reg- 
nery. $3). It is the work 
of Father Etienne Robo, 
French by birth, but for 
more than 50 years a 
priest of an English dio- 
cese. 
Father Robo contends 
that St. Therese has been 
misrepresented. This is a 


‘Msgr. Kennedy 
disservice both to her and to us, and the 
responsibility for it, according to him, rests 
primarily on her own sisters. 

For one thing, he maintains that they 


have falsified her portraits. He prints one 
unretouched photograph which. shows the 
saint as far less spirituelle in appearance 
than in those circulated by the millions 
and admittedly “corrected” by. Celine. 

The original gives. us a strong-chinned, 
broad-cheeked, keen-eved young woman 


with an attractive touch of humor in her 
expression. She is recognizably human, 
Whereas the “corrected” version repre- 


sents her as delicate-featured and ethereal, 
a being such as we never encounter, much 
less could hope to be. 

So, too, with the autobiography. Father 
Robo is inclined to believe that that also 
has been “improved.” Until the manuscript 
of her autobiography has been published in 


photostat.”’ he writes, “there will remain 
some doubt whether text has, or has 
not, been tampered with in same 
lanner and with the same pious intentions 
as her lives and portraits.” 

The prettified Therese, as presented in 
the doctored pictures and in so many books 
about her, is quite different from the real-

Converts. usually understand the 
psychology of the non-Catholic better than 
cradle Catholics, and consequently they 
have a marked advantage in helping to 
guide him into the fold of Christ.” 

“An increasing number of pastors,” re- 
marked Bishop McGuinness, “are recogniz- 
ing this and they are now forming convert 
clubs in virtually every diocese. Monsignor 
Andrew J. Burns of. Sterling, Illinois, 
pioneered in this field and established a 
Benson Club for all the converts of his 
parish more than 30 years ago. Its hundreds 
of members have recruited new members 
for each of his Inquiry Classes and have 
thus demonstrated what such an organiza- 
tion could do in every parish.” ; 

“While converts should be the officers of 
such a club,” observed Archbishop Rummel, 
“it would be well to admit cradle Catholics 
as associate members. They too would pro- 
fit from the monthly lectures and they 
would help to integrate the converts into the 
social as well as the devotional life of the 
parish. They are all Catholics and it would 
be well to emphasize this unity and solidar- 
ity of all the members of the faith.”

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Your ‘Today’ is Holy Thing 


FATHER RAY GRIBBIN 


One of the things all of 


us learn in. the early grades 
of school is how to tell time. 
The teacher shows us the big 
hand, and the little hand. She 
explains that the little one is 
the hour hand, and the big 
one the minute hand, She 
tells us how many minutes 
are in the hour, She says 
that there are twenty-four 
hours in the day. 

When the teacher gives a 
test on time she asks all 
about the big hand and the 
little hand. And she _may 
even ask, “When did today 
begin?” 

Now, I am quite sure that 
if your teacher asked you 
that last question you could 
tell her the answer. You 
would say, “Today began at 
12 o'clock midnight,” 
wouldn't you? 

But did today really begin 
then? Oh, yes, the-plain, old, 
common, ordinary day began 
then. But not your “today.” 
Your “today” is not the same 
thing as the “today” of many 
other people. Your “today” 
belongs to someone. special. 
Your “today” belongs to a 
child of God. That’s you, 

Your “today” has a special 
purpose, too. God gives it to 
you to use,-so that you can 
help yourself get to heaven. 


So your “today” has to be 
used for good things. And it 
has to be filled’ up with the 
love of God. 

Your “today” is supposed 
to be a holy thing. 

So then—let’s ask the 
question all over again. 
“When did today begin?” 
What do you answer now? ~ 
Do you still say midnight? 
Or do you say when you got 
up? Or—you guessed it— 
when you said your morning 
prayers. . 

A holy thing should have 
a holy beginning. So, if your 
“today” is supposed to be a 
holy thing, then it must have 
a holy beginning also. And 
the way to give it a holy be- 
ginning is to begin it with 
morning prayers, 


Morning prayers, you 


know, do not have to be 
long. But they ought to do 
three things. They ought to 
thank God for protecting us 
during the night. They ought 
to offer Him this new “to- 
day.” And they ought to ask 
Him for His help. 


And: what if you do not 


begin. today with morning 
prayers? Well, I do not think 
that you can: say that’ this 
“today” is yours. You are a 
child of God. And if you do 
not begin your day with 
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O NE of the earliest 
statesmen in the American 
colonies was a Catholic from 
the State of Maryland named 
Charles Carroll. 

Charles Carroll was born 
at Annapolis, Maryland, on 


September 19, 1737. At ten. 


years of age he was sent to 
a Jesuit school in Harmons 
Manor, Maryland, where one 
of his fellow-students was 
his cousin, John Carroll, 
who later became the Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore. In 1748, 
they both traveled to Europe 
where they’ continued their 
studies until 1765. 

In that year Charles re- 
turned to America, and was 
given the estate of Carroll- 
ton in Maryland. He became 
a strong defender of the 
American Colonies against 
the harsh treatment of Eng- 
land. 

In 1774, Charles was elect- 
ed to the State Convention, 
and helped to draw up a 
charter for the State of 
Maryland. He now devoted 
his time to important pub- 
lic service in behalf of the 
colony and for the general 
government. In 1776, he was 
4 member of the Maryland. 
delegation to the Continen- 
tal Congress then meeting in 
Philadelphia. Although the 
Maryland delegates were in- 
structed to object to any 
moves for independence of 
the .colonies, Charles Car- 
roll refused to take this po- 
sition: Maryland changed its 
instructions, and favored de- 
elaring' independence from 
England. 

Charles. Carroll -was a 
member of the Continental 
Congress on that fateful day, 
July 4, 1776, and boldly put 
his signature to the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

He held public office un-' 
til a few years before he 
died in 1832.

The boy was turned over 
to his new master, who 
bundled him into a sack, 
hoisted the bundle on a cam- 
el, and set out to join a cara- 
van across the: Sahara. 

When North Africa was 
reached, the master tried. to 
sell the boy, but no one 
wanted to buy him. 

‘I’ve got to get rid of this 
boy,” the man said to him- 
self. “He eats more than he 
is worth. Maybe the foreign- 
ers will buy him from me.” 

The man took the boy to 
the White Fathers’ mission, 
and offered him for sale. 
Although the missioner had 
little money, he knew the 
boy might be killed if not 
sold, so he agreed to pur- 
chase him. He named the 
boy Adrian. 

The missioner bought 
some clothes for Adrian and 
showed him how to put them 
on. Then he sent him to Al- 
giers to go tq school. Cardi- 
nal Lavigerie; a saintly man 
and founder of the White 
Fathers, taught Adrian his 
first prayers. The boy prov- 
ed very smart. 

In 1881, Adrian was sent 


‘to Malta to study medicine, 


While in Malta he was bap- 


tized. When he finished his 


studies he went to Rome 
where he again met his 
friend, the Cardinal.

said the Cardinal. “You are 
also well versed in your ye. 

Will you go back to 
Africa as a docto 
chist?”’

saints on earth how much more will 
He harken to those offered Him by the 
saints above! “When thou didst pray 
with tears I offered thy prayer to the 
Lord” (Tob. xii, 12). Thus Raphael 
addressed Tobias. “Pray for one an- 
other, for the continual prayer of a 
just man avalileth much” (James vy, 
16). 

The saints are the just who have 
entered into their glory. In order to 
encourage us here below by holding 
up for our imitation men like our- 
selves who have fought the good fight 
and won, God is pleased to have us 
helped by them. By going to them we 
recall that they were once aS we now 
are, and the very act of praying to 
them for aid is a stimulus to our imi- 
tation of them. 

God knows our: frame. He made us. 
He gave us the saints for help because 
He wanted to give us the best help. 
He considers them a channel for His 
graces. For that is all they are after 
all. as regards their veneration—a way 
to Him. He as truly gives by them as 
if He gave directly Himself. 

For when it comes to prayer, why 
should we pray at all, for that mat- 
ter? Does not God know what we 
need? Why then pray to Him, why 
inform Him of what He knows? It is 
because prayer shows our dependence 
upon Him, that what He gives us is 
not our due but His bounty, and it 
reminds us of Him and our duty. And 
so in His dispensation in regard to the 
saints. He could hear and grant us 
without them, and He often does, but 
He wants us to go to them in order 
that we may be thereby helped and 
the saints honored. 

The Our Father is a prayer direct 
to God Himself, and we are bidden to 
say it daily. In directing her children 
to seek the intercession of the saints, 
the Church does not at all suggest that 
we should neglect God or show lack 
of confidence in Him. Experience 
shows that the Church which fosters 
the intercession of the saints is the 
only one in which prayer to God Him- 
self is paramount. 

It is safe to say that there is no re- 
ligion in the world in which there is 
so much prayer to God as in the 
Catholic faith. Praying to the saints 
reminds us of God, that is why. 

The saints reign with Christ. “To 
him that shall overcome, I shall give 
to sit with me on my throne” (Apoc. 
iii, 21). And what does reigning with 
Christ mean? Just what the interces~-

sion of the saints implies. With Christ, 
as His friends they are powerful. They 
never so truly reign as when they help 
us. Their one desire is to glorify their 
Lord by aiding us to be with Him one 
day. 

In dispensing God’s favors they are 
exercising their function of reigning 
with Him. When we go to them we 
give them the opportunity of exercis- 
ing their power. In that they are hon- 
ored, by that we are helped: That is 
the practise of the communion of 
saints, the ninth article of the Apos- 
thes’ Creed: “I believe in the Holy 
Catholic Church, the Communion of 
Saints.” 

We know from history. that in re- 
jecting the saints, it was but.a short 
step to the rejection: of Christ. Catho- 
lics think too much of Christ to be- 
little His friends. The saints are the 
friends, tried and true, of Jesus Christ. 
In honoring them in the way He wants 
us to we are honoring Himself. The 
more we honor the saints, the. surer 
are we-of eventually being with them 
in the home of Our Father in heaven.

For the genuine pathos and 
unadulterated heroism, we give you 
this letter from Father William Hart, 
British martyr-priest, to his mother 
in 1582 — as quoted in the China Mis- 
sionary Bulletin: “I had meant this 
spring to have seen you, if God had 
granted me health and liberty; but 
now never shall I see you or any of 
vours in this life again ... Perhaps 
you will say, ‘1 weep not so much for 
your death, as I do for that you are 
hanged, drawn and quartered.’ My 
sweet mother, it is the favorablest, 
honorablest and happiest death that 
could ever chance unto me... I die 
not for khavery, but for verity. I die 
not for treason, but for religion... 
How glad, then, may you be to see me 
a martyr. Comfort yourself that you 
have borne a son that hath lost his 
life and liberty for Almighty God’s 
sake, Who shed His most precious 
blood for him.” The “Bulletin” writer 
concludes, “Four days later he was 
executed in York, hanged, and, still 
living, ripped up and disembowelled 
with a butcher’s cleaver.”
